Barrett teaches the use of the barium carbonate in aqueous systems as a raw material in the manufacture of ceramics (col. 7, lines 48-53) 
and for use in barium carbonate-titanium dioxide mixtures (col. 7, lines 21-24) which suggests its use in making barium titanate ceramic 
from an aqueous mixture of the barium carbonate and titanium dioxide so that the barium carbonate is more reactive with the titanium 
dioxide. Applicant is comparing particle of up to 2 microns of Barrett with specific surface area of at least 32 m2/g of DE 199 64 060. 
These properties are not equivalent and the particle size of Barrett does not teach away from the specific surface area of DE '060 for 
higher reactivity.
